Small and Big Figures 
HE railroad industry is so large that we are used to 
| discussing it with big figures. We speak of millions 
and billions of dollars, But there are a lot of small 
figures in the railroad business that mean a great deal. 

For instance take the figure 80.4 which is the average 
daily mileage per freight car in 1927, This mileage was 
26 per cent greater than in 1921. In computing this 
figure, it must be kept in mind that account is taken of 
all freight cars in service whether in transit, in process 
of being loaded or unloaded, undergoing or awaiting re- 
pairs and also cars on side tracks for which no load is 
immediately available. 

This figure 30.4 compared with the 26 per cent smaller 
figure for 1921-means that the railroad freight service of 
this country has been greatly expedited in six years. 

Every consumer of both perishable and non-perishable 
merchandise is a beneficiary to this fast freight service, 
as are shippers and wholesale and retail distributors, 
This expedited service, with freight trains operating under 
schedule requirements comparable to passenger service, 
has done more to reduce inventories in merchandise and 
to lower the carrying charges of wholesalers and retailers 
than any other business development in many years. 

It is ‘impossible in terms of dollars to estimate the 
advantage the general public has gained through this 
development in railroad service. ‘But there can be‘ no 
question that the value has ‘been great and. it is to“be 
hoped that the public will appreciate what the railroads 
have done and are doing to meet the requirements . of 
modern business.

Douglas Employes Are Heroes 
In Big Hotel Fire

Several Southern Pacific employes 
were praised for the courage dis- 
played in rescuing patrons of the 
Gadsen Hotel of Douglas, which 
burned at about 5 am., on February 
8 The Douglas Daily Dispatch of 
that date has this to say of them: 

“Also, there were two switchmen 
on the night crew in the Southern 
Pacific yards who had a share in the 
discovery of the fire and it would 
appear that E. J. Gilmet and T. L. 
Creswick, the switchmen, were the 
first to start the work of rescuing the 
hotel guests from danger of death in 
the flames, Gilmet was with his crew 
at the yards only a few rods away, 
when he discovered what seemed to 
be flames, his attention being directed 
to it by the colored man who works 
as swamper and dishwasher at the 
Miller Cafe, Telling the colored man 
to sound an alarm, Gilmet ran to the 
upper floors of the hotel and started 
alarming the roomers, breaking in 
doors where he could not otherwise 
alarm them and finally carrying out 
one or two of the women, 

“Among others of the men who 
were working Monday night or who 
arrived soon after the fire alarm 
were: Roy Brown, H. W. Lynn and M. 
Gann, enginemen in the railroad 
yards. They assisted their fellow 
workmen and the police in getting the 
guests all out of the burning build- 
ing.”

vide adequate service to the public 
were announced March 20 by H. W. 
de Forest, chairman of the Board of 
Directors, following his return to New 
York after a tour of inspection of the 
company’s lines. The statement of 
the chairman is as follows: 

“During the last three years the 
Southern Pacific Lines have made 
large capital expenditures for the 
construction of new lines, double 
tracking, new equipment, and miscel- 
laneous additions and betterments, in- 
suring greater economy of operation 
and the opening up of additional pro- 
ducing territory. The result of these 
expenditures was not reflected in the 
earnings for 1925 and 1926, and only 
partially in 1927. The construction 
work, new facilities and improve- 
ments under way’ on the Southern 
Pacific Lines on January 1, 1928, 
called for an expenditure of about 
$11,000,000,. Other additions and bet- 
terments, new construction and new 
equipment in part authorized -since 
January 1, 1928, and in part -still.un- 
der consideration, may involve “anad- 
ditional expenditure. of about -$20,- 
000,000.

“The substantial and constant ad- 
vance in San Francisco and its neigh- 
boring territory must be a source of 
gratification to the people of this. sec- 
tion as it is te the Southern Pacific 
Company which counts San Francisco 
as its home city. 

“T have spent the day noting these 
improvements and the increases in 
our facilities to keep step with the 
growth. Yes, as already. has been 
published we have placed orders for 
a very considerable amount of new 
equipment, including locomotives, box 
cars, gondolas, and refrigerator cars 
for delivery during the current year, 
all in response to the prospective de- 
mands of the territory we serve. 

Carrying Out Plans 

“San Francisco and the Bay region 
has been materially interested in our 
constructive program of the last few 
years, After the Central Pacifie suit, 
in which San Francisco and the other 
cities and towns along our lines so 
materially aided in bringing to a sat- 
isfactory conclusion, we went forward 
with our plans. The double track over 
the Sierra Nevada.so essential to the 
movement of the perishable products 
of California has been completed and 
in operation now-for more than. a 
year and the service given speaks for 
itself and likewise“the completion of 
the second route northward through 
Oregon via Klamath ‘Falls and a junc- 
tion with our’ Siskiyou main line at 
Eugene has ‘been :of marked service 
to the public.

This is a new departure and 
the I, C. S. is prepared to use its 2700 
lesson .units in making up these 
courses to fit special cases. 

Many Southern Pacific employes 
are taking I. C. S. courses and this 
announcement consequently should be 
of interest to them and to others who 
wish to step along through correspon- 
dence instruction. They employ sev- 
eral hundred teachers in this work 
and each teacher must have had seven 
years’ practical experience in the field 
in which he is teaching. 

The I.C.S. courses are being used 
in many high schools and virtually 
all the colleges,

Francis dam, ‘about 14 miles north of 
Saugus, gave way. without warning 
and. sent -a raging -torrent..down the 
canyon and through the Santa Paula 
‘Valley to the sea, taking .a-toll of 275 
lives: with 200 more missing, and 
property) damage estimated from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000,000. 

The flood waters, estimated to have 
been a mile wide and twenty feet 
deep, struck the Southern Pacific 
Santa Paula branch line near Castaic, 
wiping out the section quarters there 
and drowning seventeen of the 
eighteen occupants. 

C. Alvarado, section laborer, was 
the only survivor of this little rail- 
road settlement, and he was so se- 
verely injured that it. was. necessary 
to send him to the General Hospital 
at San Francisco. 

Those drowned included Section 
Foreman Juan Mora, his wife and 
four children; Laborer Jesus’ Alvarez, 
his wife and three children; Alvar- 
ado’s wife and four children and 
Laborer Octaciano Newvarres. 

When the Bulletin went to press 
relief parties had located and identi- 
fied twelve of the bodies and, in co- 
operation with the Mexican Consul 
and friends of these victims, Com- 
pany officials arranged for funeral 
services and burial.

school teacher at Castaic, helped 
greatly in identifying bodies of the 
children. , 

The flood waters swept through the 
valley with terrific force and so 
swiftly that scores of people had no 
chance to escape to higher ground. 

About twenty miles of the Com- 
pany'’s branch line that extended 
from Saugus to Montalvo was badly 
washed out. Many bridges, some of 
them steel structures on concrete 
piers, were swept away and in places 
all evidence of the railroad was oblit- 
erated. 

Assistant General Manager T. H. 
Williams and Superintendent G, E. 
Gaylord hurried to the scene from 
Los Angeles as soon as the serious- 
ness of the situation was reported. 
Within a few hours large crews of 
men and much material had been sent 
to the scene and reconstruction work 
was well under way. 

Executive Vice President Paul 
Shoup promptly authorized the hand- 
ling of relief supplies, of stricken 
people and of bodies without charge 
and District Freight Agent J. W. 
Donahue and District Passenger 
Agent G. C. Drake of Santa Barbara 
were sent to Santa Paula to work 
with relief organizations in this re- 
gard. 

On the evening of March 13, or a 
little more than twelve hours after 
the disaster had occurred, temporary 
train service had been resumed from 
Montalvo, on the Coast Line, to Fill- 
more. This soon was extended to 
Piru. A bus of the Southern Pacific 
Motor Transport Company has been 
placed in operation from Montalvo to 
the Valley points as a temporary ex- 
pedient until the full regular train 
service can be continued. 

Heavy reconstruction work between 
Piru and Saugus made the work of 
extending service between these 
points much more difficult, but the 
task of rebuilding was carried for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. Total 
damage to Southern Pacific property 
in the valley was estimated to be in 
the neighborhood of a quarter of a 
million dollars.

Special S. P. Train Lends Aid to Farmers 


IDE interest was attracted 
VV/ among farmers, orchardists 

and business men throughout 
San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys 
during the latter part of last month 
by operation of the California Agri- 
culture Special over Southern Pacific 
Lines. The fifteen-car train, specially 
equipped for stock display and dem- 
onstration purposes, was en route two 
weeks and made stops at twenty-four 
centrally located towns and cities of 
the two valleys, 

The train was sponsored by the 
Southern Pacific and the Agricultural 
Extension Service of the State Uni- 
versity, and was operated for the pur- 
pose of discussing, with people of the 
various localities the subjects of re- 
taining present markets and develop- 
ing new ones, and the advantages of 
diversified farming. Members of the 
university staff who have specialized 
in the study of farm problems accom- 
panied the train and spoke at the 
meetings. Southern Pacific provided 
the train equipment, transportation 
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and subsistence for the personnel 
which accompanied the train. Prof. 
B. H. Crocheron was in charge for 
the university, and R. E. Kelly, direc- 
tor of development and colonization, 
was in charge for Southern Pacific. 
Morning and afternoon programs 
were held at each stop. Half of the 
day was give over to demonstrations, 
lectures and discussions at the train 
where livestock and exhibits of par- 
ticular interest to the valley farmers 
were on display. The other half of 
the day was devoted to an “up-town 
economics meeting” at which lectures 
and discussions were held on the gen- 
eral and local economic conditions af- 
fecting agriculture. Representatives 
of Southern Pacific spoke at the meet- 
ings on the close relationship between 
marketing and transportation and of 
the large investments made by the 
railroad in providing cars and other 
facilities for handling the peak move- 
ment of crops to market. The local 
chambers of commerce and farm 
bureau organizations directed by a 
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kitchen, lower right, together with lectures given on home economics were of 
special interest to the women. ‘wo pictures on left show manner in which live- 
stock and poultry were cared for and exhibited on the train. The small picture 
was taken while livestock from the University farm at Davis was being loaded 


on the train, 


specially appointed committee, as- 
sisted in making arrangements for the 
meetings and display of the train. 
Program at the train opened with 
short talks by representatives of the 
University Extension Service and the 
Southern Pacific, following which dem- 
onstrations were given on the subjects 
of poultry, swine, dairying, sheep and 
kitchen management, At least forty 
minutes was provided for inspection 
of the train and its exhibits. Flat 
cars, railed and penned, were used 
for displaying the livestock and poul- 
try. Two cars were especially de- 
voted to interests of farm women. 
One car contained an ideal kitchen 
fully equipped with labor saving de- 
vices. The other car was arranged 
for talks by members of the home 
economics staff of the university, Part 
of the exhibits were presented for 
the interest of farm boys and girls. 
A Pacifie Fruit Express car was in- 
cluded in the train to show. the type 
of ‘equipment. used in transporting 
perishables to Eastern markets... A 
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partial load of empty lugs in the car 


demonstrated how breakage and dam- - 


age can be prevented by proper lading 
and bracing. 

Employes at the Sacramento general 
shops did an excellent job of remodel- 
ing cars and fitting up the train. 

All of the livesteck and exhibits 
were furnished by the University 
Farm school at Davis, at which point 
the train was assembled before start- 
ing on the run March 18. The first 
stop was made at Newman, with 
others coming in the following order: 
Los Banos, Delano, Bakersfield, Por- 
terville, Visalia, Hanford, Kingsburg, 
Fresno, Madera, Merced, Turlock, 
Modesto, Manteca, Stockton, Lodi, 
Auburn, Sacramento, Lincoln, Marys- 
ville, Chico, Red Bluff, Arbuckle and 
Dixon. A stop will also be made at 
Napa on April 3. 

The last cooperative farm demon- 
stration train was operated through 
the valleys sixteen years ago when 
the railroad and the university car- 
vied on a campaign to aid the farmers 
in meeting irrigation and farm settle- 
ment problems of the valleys, and the 
frost situation in the citrus orchards 
of the south. Since that time the 
farmer's major problems have changed 
to that of marketing and diversifi- 
cation. —_—___

Railroad Career 


RINGING to a.close an active rail- 

road career of half a century 
Cc. J. Millis, who for the last sixteen 
years has been manager of the Pass 
Bureau, at the 
General Office 
in San Fran- 
cisco, has been 
retired on pen- 
sion effective 
May 1. 

Thirty-seven 
years of Mr. 
Millis’ service 
were spent 
with the 
Southern Pa- 
cific proper- 

C. J. Millis ties, starting 
in May, 1891, 
as an agent for the Harriman Lines 
at Glenn’s Ferry, Idaho. In the ad- 
ministration of his executive duties 
during the years to follow he created 
friendships and close affections among 
the railroad people which were 
brought to a climax in a banquet held 
in his honor at San Francisco, March 
15, when about two hundred men and 
women paid him their highest re- 
spects and esteem. 

Carey Judson Millis was born April 
20, 1858, at Covington, Ind., and was 
educated at Cook Academy, Havana, 
N. Y. He made up his mind early 
that he wanted to go into railroad 
work and took a job as general office 
boy with the Tiago & Elmira Short 
Line, now the Erie, at Blossburg, Pa. 
There was no salary connected with 
the job but it gave the young man a 
chance to study telegraphy. He learned 
quickly and in 1878 was given a place 
with that railroad as telegraph oper- 
ator and clerk in the office of the gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent at 
Elmira, N. Y. Then followed eight 
years after 1883 in station service of 
the Rio Grande Western. 

After a few months as agent at 
Glenn’s Falls, Mr. Millis went to Hunt- 
ington, Ore, as joint agent of the 
Oregon Short Line and Oregon Rail- 
road & Navigation Company, in which 
position he remained for seven years. 
In October, 1898, he was appointed 
general agent for the 0. R. & N. at 
Huntington, and in the following year 
took the position of livestock agent 
for that company with headquarters 
at Portland, | 

In July, 1907, Mr. Millis was pro- 
moted to vice president and general 
manager of the Harriman Coos Bay 
properties, including the railroad, 
steamship, coal, land and timber hold- 
ings as a part of the Coos Bay, Rose- 
burg & Eastern Railroad & Naviga- 
tion Company, the Portland & Coos 
Bay Steamship Line and the Beaver 
Hill Coal Company. For five years 
his headquarters were at Marshfield, 
Ore., until in 1912 when he was pro- 
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moted as assistant to President Wm. 
Sproule at San Francisco. 

Before assuming his new duties. at 
the General Office, Mr. Millis was as- 
signed to special reconnaissance work 
in various territories over Pacific 
Lines and to make surveys of the 
advisability of building into certain 
industrial sections. Work he had pre- 
viously done in Oregon had particu- 
larly qualified him for compiling the 
information for such exhaustive re- 
ports. 

In September, 1918, Mr. Millis was 
appointed manager of the Pass Bu- 
reau. It was during his administra- 
tion in this department that he be- 
came so widely known throughout the 
country and created such close friend- 
ships because of his kindly under- 
standing and his desire to be of help- 
ful service to others. 

These characteristics of Mr. Millis 
were elaborated on by Wm. C. Fitch, 
freight claim agent, in his address of 
tribute at the banquet tendered the 
retiring veteran. At the conclusion 
of his remarks Mr. Fitch presented 
a beautiful traveling bag with com- 
plete outfit, also a scroll enscribed 
with the signatures of many of Mr. 
Millis’ associates, 

Vocal solos were rendered during 
the banquet by Miss Letty Collins, of 
the Treasurer’s Office, and by Blair 
Manchester, of the District Auditor’s 
Office at San Francisco. George Pat- 
erson, chief clerk to President Sproule, 
was toastmaster and was assisted in 
arranging the banquet by T. F. Eagen 
and Stanley Ward. 

Accompanied by his daughter, Mrs. 
H. H. Shires, and his son-in-law, Rev. 
Henry H. Shires, and his grandson 
Henry Millis Shires, Mr. Millis sailed 
from San Francisco March 23, for 
Hawaii on the first lap of an extended 
journey which will take him around 
the world. As a conclusion to the 
testimonial banquet two appropriate 
verses composed by Miss Edythe En- 
tleman, of the Telegraph Office, were 
sung ensemble to the tune of Aloha 
Oe as a farewell to the retiving officer.

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Watch Refrigeration of 
Cars Closely 


By R. G. Facan 
Superintendent of Freight Protection 


HE successful marketing of the 
thousands of cars of perishable 
freight moving annually from the Pa- 
cific Coast to Eastern markets is 
dependent to a great extent on refrig- 
eration, To furnish the particular 
kind of refrigeration that a shipper 
may desire is not a matter as simple 
as it might appear. There are thirty- 
six icing or icing and salting options 
provided by Perishable Protective 
Tariff No. 8. Unless the shipper stip- 
wlates in the bill of lading in tariff 
terms the refrigeration service re- 
quired, the Dill clerk must make a 
guess and he may, and frequently 
does, guess wrong. We may say then 
that the first prerequisite is to know 
what kind of refrigeration is desired. 
To acquaint shippers with the tariff 
requirements ‘to the extent that bill 
of lading stipulations are properly 
made is an agent's duty. 
Assuming that the bill-of lading is 
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properly made, we have next in order 
the waybill. The waybill once made 
becomes the document to which all 
railroad employes from origin to des- 
tination must refer-in order to know 
what to do with the shipment. It is 
obvious that any mistake in refriger- 
ation instructions on the waybill will 
result in a refrigeration failure. 
Therefore, the requirement to check 
waybill against bill of lading. A fail- 
ure to do so is inexcusable. 

With a shipment properly billed 
and on its way, there remains for 
accomplishment the icing or icing and 
salting to perform in transit. To that 
end, the car must be placed at the 
various icing platforms accompanied 
or preceded by instructions, The way 
and form in which instructions reach 
the icing platform vary according to 
local conditions. When circumstances 
permit examination of waybill by 
ieing platform representative at time 
car is at platform, very little trouble 
occurs, but, when the icing platform 
is located some distance from the 
yard office, short time does not permit 
waybilis to accompany cars to icing 
location. In such cases lists of cars 
under refrigeration showing icing in- 
structions is made sometimes at the 
forwarding terminal and at others by 
the conductor. Such lists should al- 
ways be carefully prepared in dupli- 
cate. The original should accompany 
cars to iee house and the duplicate 
should accompany waybills to yard 
office. The duplicate should be checked 
against waybills by the yard office 
immediately on arrival of train and 
an O. K. or correction, if any neces- 
sary, phoned promptly to icing plat- 
form. 

A majority of refrigeration failures 
prove on investigation to be due to 
errors in transcribing icing instrue- 
tions on lists made from waybill in- 
formation, and it is usually deter- 
mined that the errors could have been 
corrected and refrigeration failure 
avoided by a. proper co-ordination of 
effort as between the yard office and 
icing platform.

Death Takes Pioneer 
Railroad Builder 


ENRY ROOT, early day construc- 
tion and civil engineer for the 
Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
. ; companies, 
builder of cable 
railroads in San 
Francisco, inven- 
tor and philan- 
thropist, died at 
his home in Oak- 
land February 23, 
taking another 
from the ever- 
thinning ranks of 
the pioneers who 
built the first 
lines of railroad 
in the West. He 
was 82 years old, 
and in spite of his 
years of constant 
activity seemed 
in excellent 
health. His sud- 
den passing was 
a shock to his 
host of friends 
and acquain- 
tances in the San 
Francisco Bay 
district where he 
had made his 
home for G4years. 
Coming to California during the time 
the Central Pacific was building its 
line east over the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, Mr. Root took a position with 
the railroad’s engineering department 
and was connected with much of the 
surveying work on the first transcon- 
tinental railroad. In 1869 he was 
sent to Oakland and laid out the line 
for the first through railroad into 
that city from Sacramento. In 1878 
he supervised building of the first 
bridge across the Estuary between 
Oakland and Alameda. During that 
time he did much of the location work 
for the railroad terminals both in 
Oakland and San Francisco. 

It was under Mr. Root’s supervision 
that the first section of the California 
Street Cable railroad was built from 
Kearny to Fillmore Streets in San 
Francisco and opened for business in 
April, 1878. He built many of the 
other cable lines and street car lines 
in that city, including the conversion 
of the Market Street horse-car line 
into a cable railroad, the Haight street 
branch from Market to Stanyan, the 
McAllister street line, and the Hayes 
street line. 

During the building of the street 
ear lines he invented a number of 
appliances for cable railroads which 
brought him considerable renown, In- 
vestments made in San Francisco 
property at an early date later real- 
ized for him a nice profit. He also 
acquired considerable property in Oak- 
jJand, which city had been his home 
since the San Francisco disaster in

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1906. From his Oakland property he 
donated to the. city two sites for 
libraries and also a new street between 
East Fourteenth and the old county 
road now known as Foothill Boulevard. 

Mr. Root was keenly interested in 
the civic affairs of Oakland and be- 
cause of his public services the Oak- 
land City Council hag placed on ree- 
ord a resolution eulogizing him, and 
the flag over the City Hall was hung 
at half mast in observance of his 
death, He had never married and 
is survived by a brother living in 
Canada. 


Employes Are Not to Be Given 
General Dental Service 


In answer to the many questions 
received from employes as to the na- 
ture and extent of dental service to 
be extended by the Hospital Depart- 
ment, Chief Surgeon W. B. Coffey has 
issued the following statement: “The 
Hospital Department has not in the 
past, and does not now contemplate 
the furnishing to employes of purely 
dental benefits, and this includes X-ray 
dental films for the use of dentists. 
We have for some time, and expect 
to continue, oral examinations when 
found necessary as a therapeutic agent 
er aid to diagnoses in case of employes 
who are under the care of Company phy- 
sicians for obscure general conditions 
awhich it is believed may be due io mouth 
infection. 

It must be understood that these 
oral examinations are made only for 
the purpose of aiding our physicians 
in the proper diagnosis treatment of 
a general condition and the X-ray 
films so made will not be furnished 
to patients’ dentists, but written re- 
port of our oral findings furnished, if 
wanted. In cases of patients admitted 
to Hospital with oral sepsis (infected 
teeth) these conditions are treated by 
extraction if desired by patient, No other 
dental work is contemplated.

Dr. Coffey Honored by 
State Physicians 
at Banquet 


TTENDED by more than four 

hundred physicians and surgeons 
from all parts of the state, a “good 
will” dinner was given March 2 at 
the Palace Hotel, 
San Francisco, in 
honor of Dr. W. 
B. Coffey, chief 
surgeon and man- 
ager of the 
Southern Pacific 
hospital depart- 
ment. 

The dinner was 
held for the dis- 
cussion of civic, 
legislative and 
medico-economic 
problems confronting the medical pro- 
fession and its relation to public 
health. The general committe which 
arranged the affair included represen- 
tatives of practically all branches of 
science and important groups of med- 
ical activities, 

Dr. Reginald Knight Smith was 
toastmaster for the occasion and 
made the opening address. Other 
speakers included Dr. Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, President, Stanford Univer- 
sity; Dr, Langley Porter, Dean, Col- 
lege of Medicine, University of Cali- 
fornia; Dr. Edward Dillon, Chief of 
Staff, St. Vincent's Hospital, Los 
Angeles; Dr. James W. Ward, of the 
San Francisco Board of Health; Cel- 
estine J. Sullivan, managing editor, 
Better Health; Dr. P. T. Phillips, 
President, California Medical Associ- 
ation; Dr. Perey Magan, Dean of Col- 
lege of Medical Evangelicalists, Los 
Angeles; Hartley F. Peart, attorney, 
California Medical Association and 
Dr. O. D. Hamlin of Oaktand, 

Dr. Coffey stressed the importance 
of older members cooperating with 
young doctors for the betterment of 
the profession. “The young doctors 
know the rules but the old doctors 
know the exceptions,” he said, Also, 
he discussed the dangers of quackery 
in medicine and its increasing growth 
due to the present generation’s de- 
mand for speedy cures, which are 
often dangerous and frequently im- 
possible, 

Twenty-seven counties of California 
were represented at the speakers’ 
table and practically every county in 
the state was represented at the din- 
ner, 

Dr. Coffey has attained a national 
reputation for surgery. He was grad- 
uated from Cooper Medical College in 
1889 and has been connected with the 
hospital department of the Southern 
Pacific for more than 35 years. He 
was made Chief Surgeon and man- 
ager of the department in October, 
1926, upon the retirement of Dr. F. 
K, Ainsworth.

Death Takes Popular Foreman of 
Stores at Bakersfield

The passing of Barton J. Wheeler, 
general foreman, Store Department, 
Bakersfield, since 
1919, leaves a 
gap in the ranks 
that will be filled, 
physically to be 
sure, but in the 
hearts and minds 
of his fellow 
workers and as- 
sociates, will re- 
main vacant 
“Bart,” as he was 
familiarly known, , 
had a personality B. J. Wheeler 
and air about him rarely found in 
men. He left an impression, even on 
a chance acquaintance, of a sincerity 
and simplicity of purpose sufficient to 
warrant your deepest confidence. 

Mr. Wheeler entered the service on 
October 4, 1915, as a store helper, and 
rose through the various grades until 
he was promoted to general foreman.

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CHAPTER XXIX 
Central Pacific Reaches San Francisco 
Bay: Later Developments at 
Oakland and Alameda 


HILE the Pacific Railroad 

\/ Act of 1862 authorized con- 

struction of a railroad and 
telegraph line from the Missouri River 
to the Pacific Ocean, or to navigable 
waters of the Sacramento River, and 
made provision for a railroad to San 
Francisco Bay, the builders of the 
Central Pacifie at first confined their 
activities only to the road east from 
Sacramento. Any original plans they 
had for building an extension of their 
line to San Francisco or the Bay dis- 
trict were changed by an agreement 
made on October 31, 1864, conveying 
to the Western Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany all rights for constructing the 
railroad and telegraph lines between 
Sacramento and San Jose. 

This railroad (no connection with 
the present Western Pacific) was or- 
ganized by Timothy Dame, Charles 
McLaughlin and other men interested 
in the San Francisco and San Jose 
Railroad Company who proposed to 
bring the first transcontinental rail- 
road direct into San Franciseo by way 
of San Jose. The company was in- 
corporated December 18, 1862, with 
Dame as president and W. J. Lewis, 
chief engineer. Capital stock was 
$5,400,000. 

It was proposed by the company to 
build a railroad from San Jose to a 
connection with the Central Pacific 
near Sacramento. The route was, as 
it is at present, through Niles Can- 
yon-and Stockton. Financial aid was 
in part given by San Francisco, Santa 
Clara and San Joaquin counties by 
purchase of stock in the company or 
donation of bonds.” 

The assignment made to the com- 
pany by the Central Pacific was rati- 
fied by an act of Congress on March 
8, 1865, which recognized the Western 
Pacific as.a part of the national Pa- 
cific Railroad, and when completed in 
20 mile sections was to receive a loan 
of construction bonds from the gov- 
ernment at the rate of $16,000 a mile,

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which bonds became a lien on the rail- 
road and the amount was ultimately 
paid back to the government. The 
first 20 miles were to be constructed 
in one year from July 1, 1865, and 
the whole road within four years. 

Contract for constructing and equip- 
ping the entire road was let to 
Charles McLaughlin, whe was also 
the contractor with A, H. Houston in 
building the San Francisco and San 
Jose Railroad which had been opened 
for traffic in January, 1864. The work 
was sub-let by McLaughlin to various 
contractors, one of whom was C. D. 
Bates. In January, 1865, Bates put 
the first force of 500 men, mostly 
Chinese, to work grading the line.” 

At the annual meeting of the com- 
pany at San Jose, January 6, 1866, 
Charles H. Fox was elected president; 
8. 0. Houghton, vice president; Char- 
les Sanger, secretary; and B. F, Mann, 
treasurer. Other directors were John 
Center, E. F. Pease and M. J. Dooly. 
At that time 20 miles of grading was 
completed and rolling stock and track 
material had been received. It was 
expected the first section would be 
completed in about four months and 
that the line would be in operation to 
Stockton by the end of that year.” 

These plans did not materialize. 
The first 20 miles, to a point near 
Vallejo’s Mill (now Niles) was not 
completed until October. <A resolu- 
tion in Congress had extended the 
time allowed for construction of that 
section. Work was then discontinued. 
During 1867 McLaughlin experienced 
some difficulties with his contracts and 
asked that all arrangements between 
himself and the Western Pacific be 
cancelled.” 

Under an agreement made with the 
Western Pacific about June 8, 1867, he 
retained the land grants. Soon after- 
wards the Western Pacific entered 
into a contract with the Contract and 
Finance Company to build the re- 
mainder of the road. Construction 
work started in April, 1868, on the 
eastern end of the line at Brighton 
where junction was made with the

Pacific Ry. Com. Testi- 
mony, p. 2785, 
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Sacramento Valley Railroad which 
had become part of the Central Paci- 
fic. The road was opened for traffic 
to Stockton on August 14, 1869, and 
construction continued toward Liver- 
more Pass and Niles Canyon. The 
line was opened through from Sacra- 
mento to San Jose on September 6, 
1869." 

Prospects of a railroad had attracted 
settlers to the country along the line 
of the proposed Western Pacific. M. 
W. Mendelhall donated ten acres of 
land in 1867 for a depot near Ladds- 
ville, and laid out a town which he 
named Livermore, after the first set- 
tler in the valley. Name of the place 
called Alasal was changed to Pleas- 
anton, and a town site plotted.” 

Governor Stanford and his asso- 
ciates in the Central Pacific having 
acquired in 1867 an interest in the 
Western Pacifie through the Contract 
and Finance Company and by stock 
purchase, turned their attention to ob- 
taining terminals on San Francisco 
Bay. The original route which the 
Western Pacific was to take from San 
Jose to San Francisco had by this 
time come under the ownership of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company,” 
which proposed building south and 
east to a connection with another pro- 
posed transcontinental railroad at the 
California state line. A shorter route 
for Central Pacific’s entrance to the 
Bay, however, was available in build- 
ing a connection between the Western 
Pacific’s main line at Niles and the 
existing Oakland and Alameda rail- 
roads, the latter of which was then 
operating to Hayward. 

In April, 1868, the Western Pacific 
made an agreement with the Oakland 
Water Front Company” whereby it 
was to select within three months 500 
acres of Oakland tide lands and was to 
purchase or construct within eighteen 
months a railroad connection between 
the water front property selected and

An act of the legislature on March 
80, 1868, granted to the Western Pa- 
elfic and Southern Pacific companies 
each a terminus of thirty acres on 
the San Francisco side of the Bay, 
the grant lying on the water front of 
Mission Bay, together with right-of- 
ways for approaches to the terminals. 
The conditions wera that the governor 
should issue patents to the property 
when $100,000 had been expended on 
improvements, any time within thirty 
months.” 

With the terminal sites obtained 
there was now left to Stanford and

The first step was 
made in August, 1868, by purchase 
from A. A. Cohen of his controlling 
interest in the San Francisco and 
Oakland Railroad, operating about 
five miles to East Oakland, together 
with its ferry service to San Fran- 
cisco, Also a company was organ- 
ized to build the connecting road from 
Niles to East Oakland. This was the 
San Francisco Bay Railroad Company, 
incorporated September 25, 1868. 

Surveyors were placed in the field 
early in 1869 to determine the best 
route for the connecting railroad. A 
trial line was run over the hill from 
Dublin to Hayward, but a few days 
surveying showed there was no ad- 
vantage in such a cut-off in prefer- 
ence to the Niles Canyon route. 
Construction was started near Niles 
during June, 1869, and by August a 
temporary connection had been made 
at San Leandro with the San Fran- 
cisco and Alameda Railroad, control- 
ling interest in which had also been 
purchased from Mr, Cohen. It was 
over this connection, via Metrose, that 
the first Central Pacific train reached 
San Francisco Bay on September 6, 
1869.

At the sta- 
tion a quadrangular superstructure 
was built over the track, having upon 
each side an arch of evergreens, beau- 
tifully adorned with a vast profusion 
of roses and other flowers, for which 
Alameda county is so justly renowned. 
Over and above these were a. niulti- 
tude of flags, which seemed ‘to ‘bear 
in their folds an unusual amount of 
pride, grace and beauty. : 

Everybody Celebrated 

“And now the hoarse whistle of the 
locomotive is heard. Cannons boomed, 
and the loud huzzas, and the noise 
of bells, and boys, and men all made 
a conglomerate language which would 
set at bay the untiring genius of mod- 
ern philology. And so passed the first 
train to its western terminus, Every 
house that had a flag displayed it; 
every head that had a tongue joined 
the chorus; every heart that could 
sean the past and survey the future 
filled with emotion as the spectre of 
fire and life came and went.” 

There were eleven overland pas- 
sengers on the train, who, together 
with the local passengers, were.taken 
to San Francisco on the ‘steamer 
Alameda (first ferry boat of that 
name) from the wharf at the foot of. 


Pacific ‘street (now ‘Lincoln Ave.)}, “in 
‘Alameda, tothe ‘ferry slip.across -the 
Bay on ‘Davis ‘Street -between ‘Broad- 
way and ‘Pacific ‘Street wharves. Reg- 
ular -train service was started «the 
next day -with: two traing: scheduled 
each:way daily between Alameda 
wharf .and Sacramento." 

Prior. to ‘this time extensive addi- 
tions had ‘been made to Alameda 
wharf for the temporary -accommoda- 
tion of freight and passenger busi- 
ness, . Freight was .at first unloaded 
from the cars and ferried across the 
Bay on lighters to a wharf at Second 
and King Streets, San Francisco, 
where delivery was made to consignees 
and at which point freight was also 
received. Soon there was need for 


‘increased facilities and the ferry boat 


Oakland was fitted up as a car trans- 
fer ferry, being able to carry five 
loaded freight cars. Suitable slips 
were built at the Alameda and San 
Francisco landings. Freight was thus 
landed in San Francisco without 
breaking bulk and at considerable 


. saving of time. 


First De Luxe Train 

The first “solid” Pullman car train 
reached Alameda wharf October 22, 
1869, after-a run -of -about six-and a 
half days from .New : ‘York, making 
stops only for-fuel:and water except 
at the large ‘citiés,- Three days later 
the’ same train’ started ‘on ‘the return 
trip: east, running. through to Omaha 
without passengers having to change 
ears, The train consisted of the Re- 
ception’ Car “San Francisco,” Hotel 
Car “Elkhorn Club,” and Drawing 
Room Cars “Orleans” and “Auburn,” 
besides-the baggage cars. Meals were 
served on the train, which was a fea- 
ture strongly advertised.* 

Construction work had been going 
ahead’ on the connection between the 
Alameda line at Melrose and the Oak- 
jond “local line” at Bast, Oakland.

October 28, 1869, and that morning 
the locomotive “Reindeer” took a con- 
struction train through Oakland along 
Seventh Street to the wharf at Oak- 
land Point.” 

There was great rejoicing in Oak- 
land November 8. On that day the 
first through overland passenger 
trains started running and Oakland 
became the terminus of the transcon- 
tinental railroad. Plans for celebrat- 
ing the event had been under way for 
several days but due to uncertainty 
when the. road would be in shape to 
handle the first trains, no formal pro- 
gram was arranged. Enthusiasm of 
the residents was left to express itself 
in spontaneous and informal demon- 
strations. Crowds were at the Seventh 
and Broadway station all day, and 
the arrival or departure of trains was 
the signal for much cheering. Many 
residences and down-town buildings 
were draped with flags; streamers 
were stretched across Broadway and 
an arch built over the tracks at the 
station was decorated with evergreens 
and banners. 

The main part of the celebration was 
during the evening. Bonfires lined the 
tracks along Seventh Street between 
Oak and Market Streets. Six o’clock

was the time set for the train’s ar- 
viva) in Oakland, and at that hour a 
cannon which had been moved to a 
spot near the station was to boom 
the first shot of a 100-gun salute. 
There was a misunderstanding and the 
train pulled into Oakland a little 
after 5 o’clock, This detracted some- 
what from the glamor of events to 
follow, but even at that early hour 
hundreds ‘of people were at the sta- 
tion ‘to give-rousing cheers. After a 
very ‘short: stop the.train proceeded 
along to the Point-with the locomo- 
tive whistle shrieking.” 

Oakland had not yet installed her 
gas lighting system and the speakers’ 
stand erected. at. the station was 
shrouded ‘in darkness until some en- 
terprising °.person obtained several 
candies, which,’ when, placed in halved 
potatoes for holders, cast gleams of 
light over the large audience. Col. 
John Scott was marshall of the day 
and introduced Mayor John B. Felton 
as the first speaker. The Mayor re- 
ferred to the day as “the birthday of 
Oakland as a great. commercial city,” 
and when he paid tribute to the 
builders of the Central Pacific, his 
remarks were greeted by much cheer- 
ing, Ex-Mayor Samuel Merritt and 
Hot.

HABITUAL CONSTIPATION* 


ONSTIPATION is a chronic state 

of the bowel marked by delayed, 
infrequent or incomplete evacuations. 
There is perhaps no other existing 
condition for which the general public 
treats itself and prescribes for itself 
so much as this condition of consti- 
pation, and for no other condition is 
there such a useless and unnecessary 
outlay of money as for this, because 
so frequently we see people suffering 
from constipation who suffer more dis- 
tress from their pills than from the 
constipation itself. 

Habitual constipation occurs in the 
large bowel, or colon, The colon is a 
large muscular tube about four and 
one-half feet long, supplied with 
blood vessels and lymphaties, and 
under the control of the nervous sys- 
tem. The divisions of the colon as 
shown in the drawing are purely ar- 
bitrary for the purposes of discus- 
sion; the large bowel is one continuous 
tube, 


Way of Digestion 


After food is eaten it passes through 
the stomach and small intestines and 
begins to enter the colon in about 
four to six hours. Nearly all the food 
values have been absorbed by this 
‘time. In the colon then, the residue 
of the food has the most of the water 
absorbed from it and the contents of 
the colon tend to become more solid. 
The colon is filled quite well every 
day down to the point called the sig- 
moid colon, At the usual time for 
stool, in the majority of people, after 
breakfast, the contents of the colon 
from a point central to. the splenic 
flexure, move almost en masse down 
through the sigmoid colon into the 
rectal pouch, This produces a dis- 
tension of the rectum with a feeling 
of fullness due to pressure on. the 
sensitive nerve-ends in the mucous 
membrane of the rectum, with a con- 
sequent desire to have an evacuation. 
This is the “call of nature” or “call 
to stool.” Eating on an empty stom- 
ach sets up peristaltic contraction 
“waves in the intestine which propel 
and move the colonic contents onward, 
In the majority this occurs right after 
breakfast, in some it occurs after tak- 
ing a glass of water on arising. In 
men it frequently follows their first 
.smoke, But when it occurs is purely 
“a'matter of habit—by training, it can

be made to occur at any time. This 
is roughly, the: physiology of evacua- 
tion. 

There is variability in the number 
of evacuations which may occur, and 
all within normal range. Some peo- 
ple have two or three evacuations 
daily and others but one every second 
or third day. These people are other- 
wise in good health and there is no 
reason for interfering with this habit 
if there is no distress occasioned by 
it. In general, it might be said that 
a daily evacuation is best. 

Improper Eating 

Habitual constipation is purely a 
functional disorder in 90 per cent of 
all cases and nearly always is an ac- 
quired condition due to faulty habits. 
Eating is perhaps the chief cause. 
The tendency now-a-days is to eat 
more refined foods, drink less water 
and take less exercise, all tending to 
increase the amount of constipation. 
Among railroad workers, particularly 
those engaged in the motive depart- 
ment, the habits of eating rapidly 
improperly cooked foods of doubtful 
quality, at irregular hours, with the 
failure of going to stool regularly, 
tend to produce habitual constipation. 

Habitual constipation may be rough- 
ly classified into two forms: 

1. Colonic constipation, in which 
there is delay in the passage of the 
feces from the cecum to the rectum, 
and 

2. Dyschezia, or inefficient evacua- 
tion, in which the person has lost the 
power of expelling the contents of the 
rectum. 

Under the first, or colonic constipa- 
tion, we have two forms: (a) atonic 
constipation, and (b) spastic consti- 


pation. 
Atonic constipation is due to a re- 
tarded intestinal peristalsis. Peri- 


stalsis may be defined as the con- 
traction waves in the muscular coats 
of the intestine which propel its con- 
tents onward. This type of consti- 
pation is due to a weakness in the 
muscles of the intestines. It occurs 
in the young and arises as the result 
of the habitual neglect to respond to 
the call of nature, giving rise to ir- 
regular bowel habits which gradually 
develop into habitual constipation. It 
also occurs in the aged and infirm, 
and in all rundown states, as after a 
prolonged fever, in those with anemia 
and also in obese and inactive individ- 
uals. In this type of constipation the 
cecum is sometimes affected giving 
rise to fecal stasis and auto intoxica- 
tion, of which I will say more later. 
Spastic constipation is due to a 
spasmodic contraction of different por- 
tions of the intestine and is due to 
localized highly sensitive areas in the 
colon. These hypersensitive areas are 
irritated by unsuitable and irritating 
foods, such as bran, or overstimulated 
by the normal fecal content, thereby 
producing a spasmodic contraction of 
the colon at that point. The under- 
lying causes of the development of 
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these hypersensitive areas are those 
conditions which produce a lowered 
tone of the nervous system, such as 
neurasthenia, anemia, nutritional dis- 
turbances in those individuals who are 
overworked and at the same time sub- 
jected to severe mental strain, and 
chronic poisoning, as with lead, caf- 
feine and tobacco. Worms in the 
bowel may produce it; also irritating 
substances in the diet, as pickles, 
mustard or pepper. The treatment of 
constipation by strong purgatives is a 
frequent cause. Hard dry stools are 
also a cause, This form of’ consti- 
pation is also reflex from chronic ap- 
pendicitis, gallstones, and pelvie dis- 
ease in women, 

In connection with this should be 
mentioned spasm of the sphincter 
muscle of the rectum which some- 
times occurs as a result of coexisting 
hemorrhoids, fissure, fistula or other 
rectal disturbance and is another cause 
of habitual constipation. 

Dyschezia, or inefficient evacuation, 
is a rectal constipation, in which one 
has lost the power of expelling the 
contents of the rectum. Sometimes, 
it is due to inability to pass the con- 
tents of the sigmoid into the rectum, 
the evacuation from the rectum, when 
it is once filled offering no difficulty. 

Effect. of Habit 

Dyschezia is due to the habitual 
disregard of the call of nature. Upon 
the passage of feces into the rectum, 
the resulting pressure on the nerve 
ends there produce contracture of the 
muscles and a feeling of fullness, 
sometimes with a little colicky pain. 
This is when one should go to stool. 
Failure to do so causes blunting of 
the sensibility of these nerve-ends. A 
person suffering from dyschezia gets 
so that he can go about with the rec- 
tum packed with feces without any 
knowledge or feeling of it. The re- 
peated neglect of the call to stool 
leads to severe dyschezia. The feces 
remains so long in the rectum that 
the water is absorbed from them so 
the stool becomes very hard and diffi- 
cult to pass. The rectum then be- 
comes dilated, the muscles lose their 
tone and ability to contract. 

The call to stool is habitually dis- 
regarded for various reasons, the most 
frequent of which are ignorance and 
laziness. Regularity in evacuation 
should be taught from infancy. Peo- 
ple should arise early enough in the 
morning so that after dressing and 
breakfast there is ample time to go 
to steol without hurrying. The neg- 
lect of this precept leads to dyschezia. 
Regularity is the charm that pre- 
vents it. 

This is a simple explanation of ha- 
bitual constipation. It does not in- 
clude those who suffer from this due 
to organic disturbances, such as con- 
genital defects, tumors, ulcers, chronic 
appendicitis, or other abnormal condi- 
tions. These constitute only 10 per 
cent. 

The predisposing eauses of consti- 
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pation which predominate then are 
the character and amount of food, 
amount of exercise, the repeated neg- 
lect of the eall to stool, with the re- 
peated suppression of the desire for 
evacuation. The tendency toward the 
refinement of food leaves a much 
smaller amount of residue in the in- 
testine so that the fecal mass is much 
lessened and thus its stimulating 
effect on the bowel muscles decreased, 

The use of cathartics, if continued 
over a long period of time, will pro- 
duce constipation by rendering the 
bowel ‘insensitive to the normal stim- 
ulus of food residues. The more cath- 
artics are employed the more cath- 
artics become necessary and of greater 
strength, as they gradually “lose their 
effect”’ They do not lose their effect 
except as they render the bowel more 
insensitive to the normal stimulus. 

Intestinal stasis leading to “auto- 
jutoxication” has been played up to 
great length through unscientific and 
unscrupulous advertising. It does not 
exist nearly as often as suspected. 
Fear of auto-intoxication drives many 
to the use of cathartics. Without ac- 
tual disease of the mucous membrane 
of the bowel, stasis cannot cause in- 
testinal auto-intoxication. It is well 
yecognized in medical science that a 
healthy mucous membrane in the 
bowel is impervious to poisonous sub- 
stances.

SAVING of 3,160,218 barrels of fuel 
A in freight’ and passenger. service 

from January 1, 1920, to Decomber 81, 
1927, on the Pacific Lines is shown in a 
yeport made by J. N. Clark, chief fuel super- 
visor. . 

‘In the chart below, showing the relation 
petween fuel consumption and locomotive 
loading, ft will be noted the fuel consump- 
tion per 1,000 tons in freight service de- 
creased from 15.47 10 11.56 gallons; the 
Tocomotive toad increased from 1145 to 1558 
tons. Fuel consumption per car mile in pas: 
senger service decreased from 1.11 to .95 
gallons and cara per locomotive mile in- 
creased from 7.19 to 8,16 cara. 

During 1927 s saving of 267,376 barrels 

was made in freight service; while passenger 
service shows a loss of 22,905 barrels.
